NO POLITICS IN POSTOFFICE. 
It is said that there is a plan in the* po.1 loffice department to 
modi I y tho appointment rules, allowing the postmaster-general to 
choose the four applicants of highest standing instead of naming 
automatically the one standing highest in the civil service* ex­ 
amination. 
There may he some slight reason for permitting a discretion 
ary choice. It may happen now and then that a candidate may 
have usual ability to pass good written examinations without hav­ 
ing an equal amount of executive ability. 
Conversely, good ex­ 
ecutives sometimes have trouble in passing formal examinations. 
Hut surely this problem can be Liken care of in the examination a 
themselves; if there is no provision in the rules for proper acknowl­ 
edgement of executive ability, in establishing ait employe’s stand­ 
ing, such provision should be made. 
To establish so wide a range of choice as is indicated in the 
proposed plan w<}ild certainly be to open the postoffice door again 
to politics. 
That was the ancient evil of the department. 
For 
generations it seemed incurable. Now that it has been pretty well 
eliminated, the public cannot tolerate any step backward. Postal 
service hnlay is unsatisfactory enough, for other reasons, with­ 
out adding any political complications to bedevil it now and here­ 
after.

poration amounted to 4,892,000 tons. That was in itself a very 
considerable tonnage. Still, it represented a low water mark lot- 
recent years, and so was discouraging. Orders had been falling 
off since the signing of the armistice. 
It was feared that they 
might go much lower. 
Hut the tide turned. On July 81 the unfilled tonnage had risen 
to 5,578,000, and on Aug. 31 it had jumped to 530,000 tons more, 
making the respectable total of 6,108,000. 
It is said to be rising 
still more rapidly now, and nobody will be surprised lf by mid­ 
winter it reaches the big war-time record. 
In one respect this is unfortunate. 
It means delay in getting 
orders filled, and so means that many branches of industry and 
trade that arc dependent on the steel industry will he retarded in 
getting their full stride. Hut there will lie little lamentation over 
that, in view of the solid grounds for optimism found in this re­ 
port. 
Bigger steel orders mean more buying all along the line, more 
construction, more extensions of manufacture and trade, more 
work, more busy-ness for the nation, and in a word, more pros­ 
perity. 
'Hie “economic reconstruction" of which so much has been said 
has really begun. Then* are evidences of it on a1! sides. 
While 
legislators and theorizers have been talking, industry has been 
reconstructing itself. 
It will continue, at an increasing pace, if 
labor and capital deal fairly with each other.
